They seem to have an- 
swered it to their own satisfaction, judging from the 
number of new cameras announced, on the drawing 
boards and rumored during the past six months. A 
sure sign is Eastman Kodak Company's new stereo 
mounting service recently announced with their new 
35-mm Kodachrome 335 stereo film loading.

It's odd but true that it takes a special effort to 
observe these double images of things outside the 
small area where our attention is focused, even 
though they are there all the time. We don’t view a 
whole scene at once, by any means Instead, we 
semble a mental picture through a swift series of 

snapshot” impressions as our eyes explore it. They 

converge on the objects we see in each of these littl 
‘limpses, and our minds ignore the rest of the view 
except for a general, hazy impression of it 

All these aspects of depth perception by binocular 
vision are reproduced in viewing a pair of stereo pi 
tures. One photographic image represents the view 
of the left eve, another the right They are taken 
from points spaced about as far apart as the eyes 
Phe subject matter of each one is arranged just as it 

ould have appeared to an eye occupying the posi 
tion of the camera lens The modern stereo cam 

ra takes care of all this automatically All the 
photographer has to do is “snap” the picture 

In looking at a stereo picture our eyes can “see 
tround” a nearby object. They look straight forward 
to see the images of things at a great distance. They 
converge to inspect things in the foreground Their 
muscles must work to readjust for near and far dis 
tances Almost the whole experience of normal vi 
sion is reproduced, and we feel the same sensation of 
depth that we would in looking at the original scene 

Only two minor factors are changed. In looking 
at an actual scene, our held of vision is broad and 
seems to fade off at the edges. The stereo picture, 
however, takes in a narrower view and appears with 
a sharp frame around it—like a window hanging in 
space Then there’s the matter of focus. When we 
view a stereo picture in a viewer or on a screen, our 
eves remain focused at the same distance when view 
ing any part of it. Fortunately, we tend to overlook 
the fact that we must continuously change focus when 
viewing different elements in. an actual scene 

The principles of stereoscopic vision have long 
been known, but only in recent years have there 
been improvements in materials, equipment and tech- 
niques to make lifelike stereo pictures possible. Euclid 
first noted the phenomenon in 280 B. C. and artists 
made stereoscopic drawings (analglyphs) in the 16th 
Century. By the time photography came along, stereo 
was ready and waiting to embrace it. 

The stereo craze of the late 1gth Century brought 
the culmination of this first phase of public interest 
with a stereoscope in every parlor. It died, perhaps 
because it was a passive thing. Everybody could 
enjoy looking at stereographs but few could take 
them. ‘That plus the element of photographic color 
is where modern stereo has the edge.

wonderful it would be if we could “read” stereo pairs 


EEING STEREO is an enriching experience 
like the words on this page. It is possible to learn 
to view stereographs without special equipment if you put 
your mind to it. Several systems have been employed 

Easiest to accomplish is mirror viewing, which is used in 
presenting the accompanying stereo pictures. It is an old 
timer, described in Arthur W. Judge's book, Stereoscopic 
Photography and recently revived by Mat Kauten, Green 
wich Village artist. It calls for only one accessory—a small 
mirror of the type that comes in a lady's handbag—and for 
the reversal from left to right of one of the two images of 
the stereo pair. Ordinarily, the left and right-eye perspec 
tives of the scene face the same direction 

lo get the thrill of seeing these pictures in three dimen- 
sions, round up a mirror of any convenient size, and follow 
exactly the viewing procedure illustrated and explained in

Foliow these simple directions: What 
the young lady is doing is explained 
in the accompanying diagram. All 
you need is a mirror. Place the mag- 
azine on a flat surface. Hold mirror 
alongside your nose (reflecting surface 
on right) and aligned perpendicularly 
with center line between images of the 
stereo pair. Then look directly at left- 
hand image B with your left eye and at 
reflection of image A with your right 
eye. You see two images. Now, tilt the 
free lower edge of the mirror slightly 
to the left until you notice mirror reflec- 
tion of right-hand image superimposed 
over the straight left-hand image, which 
immediately produces a single image 


in full three-dimensional perspective. 


the caption on the upper portion of this page. (You will 
notice that the straight image is always viewed directly while 
the reversed image is re-reversed by the mirror.) 

There are two points to watch especially: (1) keep the 
mirror parallel to the side of the page—if you don't, one 
picture will seem higher than the other; (2) view the pic- 
tures from a point half-way between them—if your head 
is off center, one image will be larger than the other. This 
can be corrected by shifting your head to left or right. 
When the two images fuse together they will suddenly 
take on depth. 

Some fans can learn to hold a slide in front of their 
eyes and fuse the images just like that, but it takes a lot 
of training. It’s only fair to point out that no system of 
free vision does more than hint at the realistic effect you 
get when you see modern color stereo with a viewer or 
on the screen, in complete relaxation.

He says, ‘Using a 35-mm camera is like taking mov 
ies: you shoot picture after picture to build up a feel 
ing or mood, you make sequences that explain indi 
vidual action, and you photograph event after event 
as they happen and thereby relate one to another.” 

Despite his youth, Bob has developed his photo 
graphic skill to a high degree, and what is equally 
important, done much hard thinking about photogra 
phy. A realist with his camera, he believes: 

“If you want to say something meaningful about 
people you've got to catch them as they are, you've 
got to show them reacting to real situations, to the life 
around them.” In these intensely emotional football!

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ON THE WITCHING EVE 


NE BLACK AUTUMN NIGHT last year, 

Photographer Saul Leiter found the streets 

of Manhattan's Greenwich Village filled 
with witches, hobgoblins, and grinning skeletons. 
These apparitions were, of course, the local small 
fry out for a Halloween Eve of mischief and mas 
querading. Leiter, who often gives his pictures a 
nightmarish Charles Addams touch, had long been 
intrigued by the idea of photographing children on 
Halloween. He went to work with a 35-mm camera 
and soon bagged this collection of startling photo 
graphs some sinister, some charming. 

Leiter likes to record children, their dream 
worlds, and their sense of fantasy because young 
sters have a spontaneity of motion and a skill at 
pantomime which most adults lack.

HERE'S a seal in the potato bin!” 
We pounced on it together. It was not a turry, 
deep-sea creature, but a sweet potato shaped like a 
tiny trained circus seal lifting its nose to balance a ball. 

The scene was our neighborhood super market, where we 
were shopping for vegetables to photograph, lining up the 
cast of Garden Gayeties. These frolicking vegetables began 
with a two-legged carrot that automatically suggested a 
chorus girl of the black crook era. “Then an onion head was 
topped with a huge lettuce-leaf hat. ‘Vhe result, when finally 
set up tor the camera, was a shapely soubrette—so we began 
searching for other performers. 

Peering into vegetable bins, looking for vegetables that 
could be made into tenors, dancers or even animal acts, we 
romped from market to pushcart, buying everything that 
showed any promise and ended up with a high pile of 
photogenic vegetation on the kitchen table. 

Phat was only the start of a parade of photographic cari 
catures that goes on in our spare time. Garden Gayeties 
turned out to be good box ofhce, playing several engage- 
ments in rotogravure sections of newspapers and magazines 
across the country. 

We had fun making them and people had fun looking at 
them. Machine Age Zoo, made of small machinists’ tools, 
and The Folks at the Office, drawn with office supplies, 
followed. They too found a ready market.

The only talents needed to produce photo 
graphic caricatures are a love of gadgetry 
patience to putter, and a touch of imagination 
Considerable work (or play) precedes clicking 
the shutter on a vegetable tenor or a bank-pin-up 
boy. Here are the steps we have worked out for 
taking photographic caricatures 

Choose a medium. Almost anything around the 
house, ofhce, store, or shop, can set your imagina 
tion to work. Create your character, set up a 
background, arrange the best lighting for your 
creation, and take the picture. The photography 
is the last, but most important step. We have 
found it a good idea to stick to one kind or cate 
gory of object. Vegetables and fruit alone made up 
Garden Gayeties, giving the group of pictures 
unity. Sometimes the choice of a medium will 
determine the kind of characters you want to 
produce Caricatures of othce personnel were a 
natural for office supplies 

Many things can be used—the contents of a 
sewing room, tool bench, or kitchen cabinet for 
instance Sometimes it will be necessary to buy 
or borrow something. If all the articles come from 
one store, you should have no trouble borrowing 
if you offer a set of prints in return. One manu 
facturer’s products may be your chosen material. 
In that case, make sure the chairman of the board 
has a sense of humor 

Choosing the objects for photographic carica 
tures can be almost as much fun as making the 
pictures. Whatever kind of material you decide 
on, your imagination will start to work as you 
visualize pins as a pompadour, for instance, or a 
squash for an elephant’s head 

In making pictures out of assorted objects, you 
are practically working in two art forms, draw 
ing and sculpture The (Continued on page 130)

I know, because I used to be one of 
them. When I went to Europe last year it rained almost con- 
stantly and in every country.

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Mount your prints

F ALL THE photographers who lett

bad idea ... or so most everyone 
thinks when he realizes that a mounted 
print not only looks better than an un- 
mounted one, but it lasts longer. Card- 
board mounts act as stiffeners and help to 
keep prints from being bent or torn. 
There is, in fact, little reason for not 
giving your prints this enhancing and pro- 
tective treatment—because it is so worth 





while and so easy. ‘There are several 
choices of adhesives and mounting meth 
ods; we'll discuss those most dependable 
and most convenient to use. 

MOUNTING CEMENT—This material is 





made especially for mounting prints rapid- 
ly to any clean, dry surface. Suppose you 
want to mount some vacation pictures in 
an album. Arrange the prints on the 
album page in the desired order. ‘Take the 
first print and lay it face down on a clean 
sheet of paper. Apply the adhesive to the 
back of the print, drawing a line of ce 
ment around all four sides. Keep the line 
about one-eighth inch trom the edge of 
the print, so that the cement will not 
squeeze out when the print is mounted. 
Now puta single drop in the center of the 
print. Either leave the print for several 
seconds and then turn it over and posi-

tion it in the album, or apply cement

After the cement has set slightly, mount 
the print in the desired place, applying 
moderate pressure, rubbing the print 
from the center outward to avoid wrinkles. 
If excess cement should ooze from the edge 
of the print it can be removed with a small 
cloth dampened with ordinary nail polish 
remove! 

MOUNTING WITH RUBBER CEMENT—this 
method is quite satisfactory but by all 
means use the highest quality cement 
available because poorer grades may 
have a tendency to stain the mount 
and/or the print after several months 
have elapsed. 

Most systematic method of application 
is to, first, position the trimmed print on 


the mount, using a T-square and rulet 
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Let cement dry partially, then mount print carefully in planned spot. 
Apply pressure with hand or cloth. smoothing from center toward edges.

The effect may be beau 
tiful, may even be desirable if that’s what 
vou want, but it doesn’t have the realism 
stereo workers usually strive to achieve 

Modern 3omm stereo cameras, with 
their short focal length lenses, have ex 
treme depth of field even at the rela 
tively wide apertures required for propet 
exposure of color films. With the Realist, 
for example, if the focusing dial is set 
at 25 feet and the lens aperture at f/63 
(halfway between f/5.6 and f/8) every- 
thing from 1212 feet to infinity wili be 
satisfactorily sharp. These settings and 
a shutter speed of 1/50 second conver‘ 
the Realist into a “box camera” for shoot- 
ing outdoor scenes on sunshiny days. No 
other changes need be made. The only 
important precaution to observe in using 
this fixed-focus setup is to be sure there 
is nothing in the picture closer to the 
camera than 1212 feet. 

Most photographers prefer to use the 
depth-of-field scale instead of the range- 
finder in taking outdoor pictures that 
include subject matter at great distances. 
Those who take pictures primarily for

It 
consists of two basic units, the camera 
converter and the projector converter 
The camera converter is an ingeniou 
arrangement of mirrors and prisms that 
is mounted in front of the standard 1 
inch camera lens. It has two apertures 
with centers 
which 


about 2!5 inches apart, 
provide the left and _ right-ey 
viewpoints that are so important in tak 
ing stereo pictures 3etween the two 
apertures is a reflecting viewfinder that 
hows the field the camera takes in 
The field seems unusual for movies at 
ind small wonder. Instead of the 





usual horizontal rectangle with a height 
to-width ratio of 3 to 4, it is vertical wit}

Considerable light is absorbed by the 
camera converter, and the lens must be 
opened between one and two stops more 
than normal to compensate for this 
Special brackets are available to 
the Nord converter to different 16-mm

The Nord projector converter is a unit

The Bolex stereo system performs simi 
lar functions to create the same effect 
but achieves greater sharpness and east 
of operation with much less loss of light 
It currently lists at $397.50 including tax 
The special projection lens can be use 
on any 16-mm projector, but the camera 
lens is designed to fit only the Bolex De 
Luxe H-16 

The special camera lens is an Yvai 
{/2.8 of 42-inch focal length, which gives 
a normal view for the size of the pic 
ture.

Exposure compensation for light loss is 
not required, and apertures can be used 
direct as determined by exposure guid 
or by meter. The lens is of the fixed 
focus type and provides depth of field 
from 5 feet to infinity when used wide 
open. Offset brackets and a stereo mask 
adapt the H-16 viewfinder for taking 
stereo movies. 

The Bolex projection system again em- 
ploys a lens that is really two in one.

What could be 
more appropriate than to photograph the 
old masters under the same lighting con 
ditions the painters themselves had used? 

I decided to use daylight color film, 
which is balanced for a color tempera-

I used a polarizing filter to kill light re- 
flections from the glass in which the pic 
tures were mounted, and increased my 
levelopment time 25 to gain contrast.

There are many variations in the pres- 
entation of the print that can be used to 
enhance the final effect. One is the use 
of a narrow border sub-mount which cre

Dark sub-mounts 
are advised with high-key pictures and 
light sub-mounts with dark pictures 

Of the many suggested ways of draw- 
ing lines around the print borders to help 
contain the picture, the best seems to be 
accomplished with India ink and a Speed- 
ball type of pen at the juncture of the 
print edges and the mount. By all means 
avoid complicated designs or multiple 
lines drawn on the mount. Signing and 
titling at the right and left, respectively, 
are optional but if present, the lettering 
should be small and neat and confined 
fairly close to the bottom edge of the 
print 

And there you have it—the value of 
print mounting, and the ease with which 
it can be done.

Backgrounds are important to a pho 
tographic caricature even though most 
people never notice them in the finished 
pictures. In general the background 
should be so simple that it will not com 
pete with the figure. We use a lot of 
poster board. Sold at art supply stores in 
many colors, it is inexpensive and avail- 
able in 28x44-inch sheets 

We used poster board backgrounds for 
all the office folk, selecting colors to give 
the right contrast. Besides giving an even 
tone, the cardboard has sufficient strength 
for easy handling. 

Backgrounds for the vegetable pictures 
were achieved in various ways. Miss 
Salad Bowl, the star of Garden Gayeties, 
had to be onstage before a curtain, as 
she seemed to be in the photograph 
Actually she was standing on the rush

We use a 4x5 view camera for taking 
photographs of our caricatures, but any 
camera with groundglass focusing, range 
finder, or provision for insuring sharp 


| focus at close range will work satisfac 


| torily. A tripod which permits taking 


pictures straight down is a virtual neces 


sity. Lights are customary floods with 
reflectors, or bulbs with built-in reflec 
tors. We use both. There should be some 
way to clamp lights to tripods, chairs o1 
whatever is handy. A spot or baby spot 
often is useful 

For the flat-type pictures such as those 
made of « 


ffice supplies, a single flood 
near the camera gives small, sharp shad 
ows close to the lines in the pictures 
Whether the light should come from a 
little in front of the camera, beside, or 
behind it can be determined only by try 
ing all possible combinations 

For the vegetable pictures, the lighting 
was a little more complicated. Some of 
them, the tenor for instance, were best 
lighted with a single spot. Some needed 
more than one flood to get detail on both 
sides of a figure. Final choice depends 
entirely on the subject. The dancers, 
however, were lighted to our complete 
satisfaction with one light a few inches 
in front of the camera. Lighting can make 
or break a caricature. Try taking them 
several ways and selecting the best shot 

Exposure is whatever the light meter 
or judgment indicates. We've always 
made prints without retouching nega- 
tives, and with no manipulation beyond 
dodging . 

If you have a yen to try photographic 
caricatures, look around the house, the 
office, the shop, the store, almost any 
where. You'll see dozens of things that 
can be used to make these intriguing pic- 
tures. And the more you look, the more 
you'll see. If you take on this photo- 
graphic pursuit at home, you will prob-

Or, will it 
function at it’s peak efficiency for the 
first few months of use and then begin 
to resemble the kind of unit you paid 
for. There are ne hort cuts” in manu- 
facturing a strobe unit. When cheaper, 
inferior components are used in order 
to reduce the selling price, the result is 
a cheap, inefficient unit that isn’t worth 
the price paid,

densers (which I spoke about last 
month) found in all EPCO units, there 
are RCA rectifier tubes, Oak vibrators 
and specially designed transformers.
